He's going as a "private citizen," not as a 
Foundation official. 


In fact, we aren't even putting up any money for this DXpedition; they 
are so well funded (mostly by the Saturday Evening Post) that they 
don't even need our help with the cost of QSL cards. 


The Foundation is happy that Bouvet will again be on the air, but 
we aren't involved in either of the planned DXpeditions.

What you are implying, is that it is somehow "immoral" to listen 
to the radio. This is part of your personal belief system, perhaps, but you 
should be aware that not all of us share it... and we are not doing anything 
illegal by not sharing it.

- > - > listen to ANYTHING, so long as I didn't use it for commercial gain.

- > certainly not going to trust YOU to decide what I can listen to! 


>The privacy portions of it were intended to forbid disclosure of private (as 
>opposed to BC) information which one happened upon by chance. I do not believe 
>the authors anticipated that a cult of people who search out such information 
>would arise. In that sense ECPA is a correction of an omission. If the authors 
>of the CommAct had anticipated that cult, the CommAct provisions you cite as 
>permission would not likely exist. 


And for some reason, no one noticed for 50+ years. Sure.

>The Bill of Rights provision forbiding unlawful search and seizure. 


Note the use of the word "unlawful". To be unlawful there must be a LAW 
prohibiting the reception in question.

If you shout something 
in my ear, I am under no obligation to ignore it.

I have a couple of these things we use to communicate among a bunch 

of dirt bike riders. They work great. Audio quality is amazingly good, 
at least as good as the typical handheld microphone. It does a good 
job of blocking noise -as long as you keep your mouth shut! 


We've looked at using these things as a VOX microphone for handhelds. It 
should work just fine. 


I highly recommend these things for motorcycles, tower work or any 
other area where you don't really want to use your hands.
